Mr. Morkeberg was married in 
Calgary in 1902, to Miss Hilma Nys- 
trom.

A portrait of Mr. Morkeberg will 
join five others in the Agricultural 
Hall of Fame located on the main 
floor in the west wing of the Leg¬ 
islative Building.

Johnston, C. 8. Noble, Claude Qal- 
linger and Frank Collicut. Three 
were livestock men, one was a co- 
operator, and the other was a wheat 
producer.

The first Hall of Fame represent¬ 
ative from the dairy industry, Mr. 
Morkeberg has played an active role 
in Alberta dariying since 1899 when 
he was appointed superintendent of 
a creamery at l Tindastoll. Name of 
that pioneer community later was 
changed to Markerville. As a mem- 
bei of the Alberta Legislature 1917- 
1921, he was instrumental in draft¬ 
ing a complete revision of the Al¬ 
berta Dairymen’s Act. 

Born in Denmark in 1870, Mr 
Morkeberg emigrated to the U.S.A. 
in 1892 and six years later he came 
to Canada and Alberta. Shortly af¬ 
ter his arrival he settled perman¬ 
ently at Markerville and during re¬ 
cent years has lived there in re¬ 
tirement with a son-in-law and 
daughter on his original farm. At 
one time he operated creameries at 
Elnora, Lacomfoe, Red Deer and In-

LAC Norman Krish 
On Operation 
In Arctic 

Leading Aircraftman Norman R. 
Krish, 20, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Laddie Krish, Coleman, and 
an aero engine technician, with 435 
Transport Squadron at RCAF Sta¬ 
tion Namao, Alberta, left Wednes¬ 
day, April 8th by C-119 “Flying 
Boxcar” for Resolute Bay to part¬ 
icipate in Operation Arctic Re-sup- 
ply. 

LAC Krish will spend 12 days at 
Resolute Bay on Cornwallis Island, 
about 540 miles north of the Arctic 
Circle before returning to the Na- 
mao airbase, 10 miles north of Ed¬ 
monton. 

Every spring and fall Air Trans¬ 
port Command re-supplies Canada’s 
Arctic weather stations. This month 
six aircraft, three each from 435 
Squadron and 436 Squadron Downs- 
view, Ont., are airlifting 1,300,000 
pounds of supplies and are rotat¬ 
ing personnel to four main Arctic 
weather stations— Isachsen, Mould 
Bay, Eureka and Alert. The opera¬ 
tion is expected to continue until 
April 18th, with the heavy trans¬ 
ports flying round the clock. 

The ‘ground crews’ of aero en¬ 
gine, airframe ( electrical and com¬ 
munications technicians will be 
kept ‘on their toes’ inspecting air¬ 
craft and correcting faults to malil- 
tain the planes on their rigid sched¬ 
ule in below zero temperatures. 

Without capable technicians the 
transports would be unable to take 
full advantage of the nearly 24 
hours of sunlight in the Arctic. 

LAC Krish enlisted in the RCAF 
in January, 1957. He graduated from 
the airframe technicians course at 
Camp Borden, Ont., in December of 
1957, and was then transferred to 
435 ‘Chlnthe’ Transport Squadron

Bill 76, an Act to repeal the Mobile Homes Licensing Act, was assent¬ 
ed to on March 31st, 1969. 

As a result, no further Mobile Homes Licenses will be issued by the 
Department of Municipal Affairs^Highways Building, Edmonton, or by any 
branch of the Department, except to Mobile Homes in improvement dis¬ 
tricts. 

The power to license Mobile Homes is being given to the municipali 
ties at their discretion. Mobile Home owners must now secure licenses from 
the authorities of any city, town, village, municipal district, improvement 
district or county in which the Mobile Home is being occupied where a Mo¬ 
bile Homes Licensing by-law is in effect. 

The current licensing year begins April 1, 1959, and Mobile Home 
owners should acquaint themselves with licensing regulations in the muni 
cipality in which their Mobile Home is situated.
